antituberculous campaign. Its moral 
and financial support and the use of 
Its emblem and name. 

This partnership between the 
American Red Cross and the Nation¬ 
al Tuber jjIorU Association lasted 
until 1020. In that year the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross debired to concentrate 
Its efforts on the annual Roll Call be¬ 
gun during the World War. By that 
time the antl-tub^rculoais campaign 
had become well established In nearly 
every state. A new arrangement was 
made whereby the National Tubercu 
lotto Association began to conduct the 
Christmas Seal sale under its own 
emblem, the double-barred cross, to 
raise funds solely lor antl tuberoulo 
sis work.
